‘ The first witness called was 
Detective Swb-Inspector - Murphy. 
who corroborated the avidence 
given by. Sergeant ‘Henderson the 
pravious day. 

Mr. ‘Murphy ‘produced cortified 
copies of the PoHeco regulations 
regarding firing. by officers. 

The extract. produced read— 
“Police officers are instructed to 
fire in the following elreum- 
stances: 

1-H a'man draws a weapon 

with the obvious Intention of 

resisting arrest or search; 
if a .mnn suspected of a 
‘erime: of. violence or of unlaw- 


ful possession of arms resints 
‘arrest or search and his rosis-| 


tance cannot be overcome by 
other menns: 

3. If n man {a suspected of liars 
Ing just committed a robbery 
and cannot otherwise be ar- 
rested,” : 


* Girl Shot by Set. Henderson. 


That concluded ‘the evidence, 
and his Worship, recorded .the 
usual formal findings of the jury, 
regarding the girl's name and ad-’ 
dress and the manner of her, 
death. In, recording the cause of 
death as described by the medical 
officer, the Coroner anid’ that he 
would like the jury to supplement 
that by giving their finding’ as to 
who they considered fired the shot. 

The foreman of the jury after 
consultation said that the jury 
found that the Police fired the 
shot which: killed the girl. 

The Coroner replied that he re- 
quired the jury to state which 
Police officer fired the shot, and 
the foreman said that they found 
that Sergeant Henderson fired the 
shot, 

The Coroner: Do you aay that 
it was one of the shots fired ‘in 
the scavenging lane? 

The foreman: Yea. 

The Coroner suid that-they now 
came to whut he. thought was 
the more difficult question in the 
mmniise ond that question, . put 
very briefly, was, “Was Sergeant 
Henderson to blame for the death 
of this girl? Continuing, the 
Coroncr sald: that he might give 
the jury some general principles 
ze Law on the question, of shoot- 
ing. : :

1f, sald thé Coroner, A fires at 
Band misses B but kills C; Pg 
the firat question that had to 
asked was “Would “it have Sak 
murder if the shot had killed B7 
the man he was alming at.” It it 
would have been the murder of B, 
then it would be held to have been 
the murder of C, although the shot 
was not aimed at him. 

Now taking the same hypothesta 
the second ‘question which had to 
bo asked was whether . it would 
have been manslaughter if A had 
killed B. If the answer wero in 
the affirmative, that was to say 
that it would have been man- 
slaughter, then the genera) rule 
was that'A would be guilty of the 
death ‘of C although he had not 
aimed at C. 

Tho third ‘point ‘was If the KiII- 


ling of B amounted to justifiable 


homicide then A would not be 
guilty of murder or manslaughter. 
‘The death of C In that case would 
be “doath by misadventure or mis- 
fortune,” 

There was another point which 
tho Coroner said he wished to draw 
the attention of the jury to, and 
that was (whether or. not the 
‘shooting was justifiable) {f a porson 
fired reckleasly, 60 as to show a 
gross disregard and care for the 
safety ‘of bystanders, and one’ of 
the bystanders was killed, then the 
idiling ‘would amount to man- 
slaughter.

Question of Self-Defence. - 


' The fugitive was never seen*to 
draw a+revolver, but the Coroner 
bald hoe thought a man may fire in:

It would 
be rather unreasonable if a man, 
before he could fire, had to wait 
until ‘his opponent had pointed a 
revolver at his head. . Tha: Police 
were constantly taking big risks, 
and‘they required to be protected 
in some way, and the Coroner 
thought it would be nather hard if 
policemen had in every case to 
walt untll a weapon -was .polnted 
at them before they fired. 

It-was/for the jury to decido 
whether the Indfcation of the man 


by putting hig hand to. hig hip was |: 


sufficient’ significance to justify 
Borgeant Henderson firing at him, 

A question which the jury had 
to answer was “Did Sergeant Hen- 
derson fire in self-defence?” If the

For one thing he calls a “will- 
o'-the-wisp” the hope which an- 


thropologists still entertain of |. 


being able: to ascertain approxi- 
mately, the spol on the ‘éarth'a 
surface where ‘man—or, rather, 
man's ancestors—first appeared. 
Mankind, he declares, bluntly, ‘has 
had no “cradle”; ‘humanly never 
had a specific birthplace on the 
globe. 2 : 

- The bacteria which ultimately— 
after long’ ages in which “evolu. 
onary jerks” oceurred—leveloned 
Into man, appeared spontancously 
on the earth, he declares, as the 
result of “climatic conditions 
which are never Jikely to recur. 

The apparition of ‘life, he says, 
was simultaneous, and occurred 
all over the earth, although . he 
concedes that dhere muy have been 
mountain taps, islands, and even 
strips of mainland, on which no 
such apparition was‘ wilneased. 

; “Half-Humans.” : 
Dr. Montandon Jn this connexion 
finds proof for the theory of the: 
ubiquity of.the first forms of Ife 
in. the “formidable distances” 
which sepanite the -remains .of 
primitive man unearthed fn re- 
cent years, . 

It is evident, he declares, that 
“half-humans" inhabited — such 
widely separated ‘apota as Gibral- 
tur, South-West France, Central 
Germany, the Crimea, Southern

of science be nble-to produce the 
living from inert matter,

Billions of individuals belonging 
all to one and the same ‘species 
(the firsl living chemical combina- 
tion) appeared on the carth, and 
from these haye been derived all 
living organisms, animals and 
plants alike—the . sycamore tree, 
the elephant and man, 

Each of these first ving or 
gantsms, which were certainly 
ullra-microscapic, poxsessed the 
same properties and possibilities.

{fon” was reached, when it threw. 
6 abruptly more highly develop-
